Pike’s Peak for $1.01 


In Louisville several weeks ago we had 
a long talk on the sidewalk outside the 
Kentucky Hotel with Colorado horseman 
M. R. (Beans) Latimer and his wife. It 
was a hot, steamy day, and Latimer was 
hotter because he was moving all of their 
luggage to another hotel where they could 
avoid the worst of the Derby crowd. A 
magazine story he had just read was 
more on his mind that day than Determine, 
Correlation, and Hasty Road. 

“Can you imagine this guy in Texas 
selling a square foot of that land for $1? 
Why, if he sells a million square feet— 
and in Texas that isn’t much—he’s made 
himself a million dollars.” Latimer shoved 
his hands in his belt and let this arithmetic 
stir around in his head for a while. “You 
know what I’m doing? I’m buying Cy 
White a deed to that land, so the next time 
you see old Cy you can call him ‘Tex.’ 

“And something else I’m going to do: 
I've got some land up by Pike’s Peak, and 
I'm just going to deed it up in square- 
foot lots and sell them. Anybody’d want 
to own a part of Pike’s Peak.” 

We left the Latimers at this point and 
went out to the races, but last week we 
wrote to find out how he was progressing 
with Pike’s Peak. We received a prompt 
and enthusiastic letter: 

“Colorado and everything in it is as 
good as, or better than, anybody, or any 
state, or any county, so I have acquired 
some ground on Pike’s Peak and am selling 
it at $1.01 per square foot. The fellow 
in Texas is selling for $1 per square foot, 
but I believe Pike’s Peak per square foot 
is worth more. 

“I give you a real, authentic, recordable 
deed, which actually legally defines the 
square foot you buy. It is in 3 colors, on 
parchment paper, notarized, etc., and fits 


a standard picture frame, so you can hang * 


it on the wall of your den and point with 
pride, ‘I am an owner of Pike’s Peak.’ ” 

Big (5:10, 240 pounds) Beans Latimer 
has been promoting himself and Colorado 
for most of 54 years, and we always are 
a little overcome by his enthusiasm for the 
2 projects. He is equally vigorous at 
promoting racing, especially in Colorado. 
His good friend Cy White, who runs Els- 
meade Farm at Lexington, and the owner 
of a dog track in Denver, are more or less 
responsible for getting Latimer into the 
Thoroughbred sport. 

While Latimer was in the State Senate, 
in 1936, he was instrumental in obtaining 
legislative approval of a bill legalizing 
horse racing. The governor vetoed the 
measure, but 12 years later Latimer and 
friends got the proposal on the ballot. He 
was asked to head a speakers’ bureau, and 
he did, but he had to make nearly all the 


‘Yeah, I know you're sorry, but isn’t he a 


speeches himself, The bill, allowing both 
dog and horse racing, passed. 

The next spring, 1949, when Mr, and 
Mrs. Latimer were getting ready to attend 
the Kentucky Derby, George McCarthy, 
president of the Mile Hi Kennel Club in 
Denver, asked him to say hello to old- 
friend White. Latimer did, and soon after 
he went home he received from the Breed- 

rs’ Sales Company a catalogue for its 
summer sale, 


“I got all pepped up to buy some 
horses,” Latimer says, “so I went to the 
July sale, but Cy didn’t feel I was exactly 
booked up (at his Laissez Faire Farm) to 
take care of horses, and wouldn’t advise 
me much, but strongly told me what I 
should do to the place. So I hurried home 
again, tore out every stall, built new ones, 
put in some paddocks, and started a gen- 
eral overhauling. I then annexed me a 
trainer, Billy Hayhurst, and we gallivanted 
off to Lexington. Bought 5 yearlings, but 
somehow or other we never got a win out 
of any of them.” 


He now has the stallion High Breeze, 5 
broodmares, and 9 horses in training, all 
of which he feels “are too damned many.” 

We won’t hazard how successful Latimer 
will be with Pike’s Peak, but if he has time 
to work on it he should come out on the 
deal. At least, his connections are good: 
from the North Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege to the Chamber of Commerce, Denver 
Breakfast Club, Shrine, Denver Press 
Club, American Legion, Colorado Ther- 
oughbred’ Breeders Association, Colorado 
State Bureau of Information and Publicity, 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation, the Latimer Construction Com- 
pany, the Latimer Fuel Company—and the 
International Order of Footprinters. 

“This is no gag or joke,” he wrote, “It’s 
a real honest-to-goodness land deal.” 

We suspect, though, that Latimer 
wouldn’t be in it if it didn’t look like fun,

King Ranch’s High Gun thundered down 
Belmont Park’s home stretch as_relent- 
lessly as a herd of stampeding longhorns 
to engulf C, V. Whitney’s gallant little 
Fisherman 2 strides from the finish of the 
114-mile Belmont Stakes, which was having 
its 86th, and richest, running. He was the 
third horse to carry the ranch’s brown and 
white silks down winners lane in the big 
race. A crowd of 36,482 saw the race. 

We now have a complete division of the 
3-year-old classic events. And we can say 
that if Determine, which won the Derby, 
and Hasty Road, which won the Preakness, 
had been in the Belmont they would have 
returned to their barns knowing they had 
been in a race, no matter which had won, 

Mrs. Walter Hoffman’s *Limelight was 
the third to cross the finish, some 5 lengths 
back of the leaders, and it was another 4 
lengths to Greentree Stable’s Palm Tree. 
A dozen lengths behind Palm Tree was 
Robert S. Lytle’s Correlation, the public’s 
choice for the third time in the “Triple 
Crown” races. After that came Permian,

Riverina, Prince Hill, Porterhouse, *War 
of Roses, Chevation, and Pinetum. 

None seemed to have a valid excuse at 
the break except Fisherman, which again 
semed to duck slightly, but this was so 
slight that it had no bearing on the out- 
come. 

Hal Price Headley’s Pinetum, the long- 
est price on the board, was first in the lead. 
Eddie Arcaro, trying for his sixth Belmont 
win, dropped Correlation on the rail be- 
hind the leader, with Porterhouse outside 
him and Buttevant going along a bit astern. 
Permian and Fisherman, side by side, took 
the next 2 positions and High Gun joined 
*War of Roses in the next 2 places. 

Going into the first turn, Pinetum hug- 
ged the arc of the rail, but Buttevant chose 
a tangent which led from the point of the 
turn on the rail to a gap where the water- 
ing trucks and harrows are stored along 
the outside fence, crossing the T on Porter- 
house as he went. 


The turn crosses the Widener Course 
and then settles down to a straight run of 
a half-mile. during which the dozen jockeys 
steadied their mounts and chose to wait for 
some other guy to move. The 5-furlong 
pole was approaching when Hedley Wood- 
house on Fisherman decided ,the time had 
come, He let Fisherman run a little along 
the inside. and Pinetum began to fade. 
Fisherman went between Correlation, on 
the rail, and Permian; *War of Roses 
moved outside Permian. 

Arcaro let out a wrap. and Correlation 
and Fisherman went to the lead inside of 
Pinetum. Porterhouse kept third place on 
the outside. A dozen lengths back was 
High Gun with Eric Guerin sitting as 
quietly as a toad on a rock. 

For the first part of the turn you could 
not see Fisherman, since the 1.150-pound 
Correlation blocked him from view, but 
after 5 or 6 strides the little colt with the 
flattened-out stride pulled away from his 
larger opponent. and at the end of the 
bend you knew the favorite was beaten. 

Weodhouse then went for as much lead 
as he could get. As the quarter-pole neared. 
he started flailing. Two lengths, 3 lengths, 
and finally 4 leneths of davlight opened up 
as Correlation tired. In the back of the

pack Guerin started to move with High 
Gun, as he had done with Native Dancer 
in 1953. 

By the head of the stretch High Gun 
was fifth. In a few jumps he was around 
the others and drawing a bead on Fisher- 
man, In the Peter Pan Handicap High Gun 
had made his run a little earlier and gob- 
bled up Fisherman at the head of the 
stretch. Now he had to make up 4 lengths 
in the stretch.

Guerin timed it perfectly. High Gun re- 
sponded, and the gap narrowed. You knew 
High Gun could catch Fisherman, but you 
did not know if he could do it in time, 
Half the distance was made up by the 
eighth-pole. Woodhouse’s right hand rose 
and fell with the whip a few times. Guerin 
hand-rode his mount and never showed any 
indication of using the whip. 

Two strides from the finish High Gun’s 
ears went forward and he gained a narrow 
lead. Robert Kleberg Jr. led High Gun 
to the winner’s circle, a job he had dele- 
gated to his daughter Helenita when Mid- 
dleground won the Belmont in 1950. His 
Assault won in 1946, Walking behind the 
horse was the smiling 73-year-old Max 
Hirsch, who was making his fourth trip to 
the circle with a Belmont winner. His first 
had come in 1928 with A. H. Cosden’s 
Vito. 


FAITH AND HOPE, The trainer with 
the rabbit’s foot on his watch had had a 
great deal to do with the Belmont winner 
since he was purchased from his breeders, 
K. M. and W. P. Little and C. C. Bosh- 
amer, at the Keeneland sales for $10,200. 
Hirsch always had a great deal of faith in 
the intelligent-looking colt, but it was not 
until last week that his hopes were con- 
firmed with High Gun’s first stakes score 
in the Peter Pan. He had had high hopes 
last season, but the colt seemed to take 
his time before winning 2 of 3 races late 
in the season. 

This year Hirsch brought High Gun 
along slowly from the sandy training track 
at the Fair Grounds in Columbia, S. C. 
A third place to Correlation and Fisher- 
man in the Wood Memorial did not warrant 
a trip to Louisville for the Derby a week 
later, nor did it suggest going to Balti- 
more for the Preakness on May 22, Hirsch 
saw enough in the Preakness, however, to 
plan a campaign that would wind up with 
a 114-mile work on the Wednesday before 
the Belmont. 

High Gun went once around the main 
track in something like 2:3635, and re- 
peated the distance in 2:30445 on Saturday 
to pick up the winner’s share of $89,000. 
He was the only colt in the field to train 
the complete Belmont distance. High Gun’s 
stablemate, the filly Riverina, went the full 
distance a day later, and did it in two sec- 
onds less time than the colt, but, from the 
look on the trainer’s face as he left the 
stand, this was not what he had instructed 
the exercise boy to do. The daughter of 
*Princequillo wound up seventh, but far 
from disgraced. She was the fifth filly to 
start in the Belmont. Francis Morris’ Ruth- 
less won the inaugural in 1867. Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Tanya won in 1905. 

The field was the largest since 1877 and, 
until Kilimanjaro was scratched at noon 
Saturday, had equaled the record of 14 


that went to the post in 1875. Calvin won 
that Belmont for Price McGrath, with his 
stablemate Aristides, fresh from winning 
the first Kentucky Derby, finishing second, 

This year’s large field attested the lack 
of a standout performer. Porterhouse’s sore 
back, which had plagued him since the 
Peter Pan, may or may not have affected 
his running, It was good enough to keep 
him in third place until the final drive 
began. 


ROUNDUP. Correlation went into the 
walking ring before an admiring audience 
which marveled at his muscles but seemed 
to pay no attention to a spot where he 
seemed to have grabbed his quarter. When 
he went on the track the soreness in his 
gait seemed to reach from his ankles to 
his shoulders. but as Arcaro galloped him 


Gun, Eric Guertin, AND Ropert KLEBERG Jr. 
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to the post most of the hitch in his stride 
disappeared, Arcaro said later that he had 
lugged in all the way around. The son of 
Free America now has run over 10 miles 
in competition since March 6. 

*Limelight, under Pete Anderson, ran 
creditably.

Bought a week before the race by his 
Ventura, Calif., owner from Claiborne 
Farm, he will remain in the East for the 
Shevlin Stakes before heading West for 
next winter’s competition. 

The Belmont brought to a close the 
longest meeting in the history of the Nas- 
sau County course. Forty-two days of 
racing were provided, and a total of 
1.013.702 wagered $86,655,166 on 336 


races, From a_ business standpoint this 
was down slightly from 1953.

The Earl of Derby got off a plane at 
Lexington at noon on a recent Sunday 
(May 23), made a horse trade with Leslie 
Combs II, and 24 hours after his arrival 
was on his way back to England. He 
finally had laid hands on a daughter of 
Myrtlewood. 

Spring Beauty, 10-year-old mare by *Sir 
Gallahad I1]—Myrtlewood, by Blue Lark- 
spur, will be shipped to Stanley House 
Stud in England later in the year, as soon 
as she has weaned her Spy Song filly. She 
will remain at Lord Derby’s stud for a 
period of 3 years, after which she is to 
be returned to Combs’ Spendthrift Farm. 

In exchange, Lord Derby is sending to 
Spendthrift the 4-year-old Lunaria, win- 
ner of the Galtres Stakes at York and 2 
other races last year, by Hyperion out of 
the Two Thousand Guineas winner Gar- 
den Path, sister to the Derby winner 
*Watling Street, by Fairway out of the 
noted producer Ranai, by Rabelais. Lun- 
aria will return to the Stanley House Stud 
after 3 years at Spendthrift Farm. Combs 
already has arranged to breed her to 
*Mahmoud in 1955, to Roman in 1956. 

Lunaria was bred this year for the first 
time, to Precipitation, and is in foal. 
Spring Beauty apparently is in foal to 
*Alibhai. The 1955 foals are not included

Last 
summer Lord Derby. unsuccessful in ef- 
forts to make a private trade for the 
*Mahmoud—Durazna filly (Myrtlemoud), 
tried to buy her at the Keeneland summer 
sales, but his top bid, about $35.000, fell 
short. The filly brought $50,000, going to 
J. R. Finlay, of Alberta. 


The trade he finally made followed an 
already well established pattern. Two 
years ago he agreed with the late Federico 
Tesio to trade, on a 3-year basis, any mare 
in his stud for his pick of the Dormello- 
Olgiata mares. Tesio’s choice was Garden 
Path, dam of Lunaria. Lord Derby got the 
top-class Donatella II, dam of Duccio, 
*Daumier, and De Dreux. He made a sim- 
ilar trade with Mme.

Reginald Sinclaire’s Irish yearlings, part 
of a big shipment flown in last year, were 
wintered in California, and now are brows- 
ing at Plum Creek. 

The ranch, while breaking 8 colts during 
the summer. will be represented at Cen- 
tennial race track’ and will stage weekly 
hunts. 


1,200 Tons 


A better track is expected at Centennial 
this season. John Gilbert, track superin- 
tendent, recently added 1,200 tons of fine 
sand in an effort to get the cushion he’s 
been after. Colorado breeders now working 
stock at Centennial predict it will be as 
fast as last year. perhaps faster. 


Back-Yard Breeder 


Though not one of the biggest breeders 
in Colorado, J. Millard Rea Jr. has one 
of the most interesting operations. Rea’s 
breeding project. now in its fourth year, is 
a back-yard operation within Denver’s city 
limits. Six head of Thoroughbreds make 
up Rea’s stable. His first winner was 
Randy S., by Xerseise out of Liberal Lass, 
which won last year at Centennial. 


Lost Futurity 


A loss to neighboring breeders in Wyo- 
ming and Montana is a recent cutback in 
the operations of the Montana Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, Ken Schiffer, 
of Sheridan, Wyo., prominent in Colorado 
racing circles. says the association has re- 
turned nomination fees for this year’s Mon- 
tana-Wyoming Futurity, which was to have 
been run at Great Falls and ai Billings. 


La Mesa Opens 


Final preparations are being made at 
La Mesa Park, Raton, N. M., for opening 
day of the 1954 racing season. The first 
2 days of the 32-day meet were to be Sat- 
urday and Sunday, June 19-20. Twelve 
races were scheduled each afternoon. The 
season will continue each week-end through 
September 12, in addition to racing on 
July 5, Labor Day. and on each Friday 
during the month of August. 

Raton expects its heaviest race season. 
Barns are packed to capacity with Thor- 
oughbreds and quarter horses.

Andy Crevolin’s 5 Determines; 


The $3,000,000 Sale of Del Mar 


Los ANGELES 

You now may be interested in a report 
on Andrew J. Crevolin, citizen of Alham- 
bra, Calif. 

A few days ago, on the evening before 
the first running of the $121,400 Cali- 
fornian Stakes at Hollywood Park, Andy 
visited the press box. He just had brought 
in a couple of gushers in Taylor County, 
near Amarillo, Texas. “We named the 
first well Determine No. 1, because oper- 
ations began on Derby Day, and we named 
the second Determine No. 2,” he said. 

He is now busily engaged in drilling 
Determine No. 3 and Determine No. 4. 

Like their namesake the wells are pro- 
ducing. “Determine No. 1 is bringing in 
375 barrels a day, and Determine No, 2 is 
producing 1,000 barrels.” 

As for the Californian Stakes, Crevolin 
was optimistic. “I think we'll run 1-2,” he 
said. “Determine is the greatest 3-year- 
old in the country, but I don’t believe he 
can beat Imbros at the weights. Mark my 
words, Imbros is going to break the track 
record out there tomorrow.” 

It was a case once again of Crevolin 
calling his shots perfectly, because the 
next afternoon Imbros ran 175 miles in 
1:41 to shatter the track record and equal 
the world record. A length behind him at 
the wire, in the gamest kind of a per- 
formance, was the 3-year-old Determine, 
spotting 8 pounds on the scale to his 
older stablemate. 

You will recall that Crevolin paid $12,- 
000 for Determine and $15,000 for Imbros 
at the yearling sales at Keeneland. For 
grabbing the 1-2 places in the Californian 
he collected $95,300. Together they now 
have won $605,360. 

It was one of the best races this re- 
porter has ever seen. Imbros, rated one 
of the country’s fastest horses up to mid- 
dle distances, bounded out of: the gate 
and went to the front as though he meant 
to stay there. Laughin Louie was second, 
Determine third, They raced that way to 
the far turn. where Determine moved up 
on the outside to make his bid. Laughin 
Louie dropped out of it there, and the 
rest of the race was strictly between the 
2 stablemates. 

They turned into the home stretch with 
Imbros, packing 118 pounds, a length on 
top, and when they hit the wire Determine, 
carrying 115. was still a length away. I’ve 
never seen 2 horses show more courage 
as they strained for victory, and I’ve never 
seen a jockey ride harder than Ray York 
did in his vain effort to bring the game 
little Determine home a winner. 

For Johnny Longden, who after the

race had more praise for Determine than 
for his own horse, it was an old story. 
Longden was in the saddle on Artillery 
when he dead-heated with See-Tee-See in 
the 1947 running of the Golden State 
Breeders’ Handicap while setting a Holly- 
wood Park track record and a world’s 
record of 1:4135 for 1; miles. Grandpa 
John also was on Count Speed when the 
brother of Count Fleet set the world’s rec- 
ord of 1:41 which Imbros equaled in the 
Californian. 

On the same afternoon, Crevolin also 
won 2 other races with colts he obtained 
at the Keeneland sales, Rado Kid and War 
Tryst. Andy has achieved quite a reputa- 
tion for picking some of racing’s best bar- 
gains out of the auctions, and I asked him 
if he planned to take in the sales again 
this summer. “Sure.” he said. “This will 
be my seventh straight year.” 

“Just be sure to find that same hole you 
were standing in when you bought Deter- 
mine,” said Maurice Bernard, of the Los 
Angeles Examiner. 


DEL MAR SALE. A couple of high- 
rolling Texans rode into town a few days 
ago and bought a major interest in the 
Del Mar race track. The fabulous Clint 
W. Murchison and Sid Richardson, of 
Athens, Texas, purchased approximately 
2,000 of the 7,000 shares of stock in Del 
Mar at $400 a share. 

They made an offer to purchase any or 
all of the remaining stock within the next 
30 days for the same figure. 

“This is only our start in the race track 
business,” said Murchison (pronounced 
Merkison). “We hope to buy other tracks 
in important cities, and every cent of profit 
will be turned over to Boys, Inc., to help 
underprivileged kids.” Murchison added 
that if he and his partner are able to get 
control of 51 per cent of the stock in 30 
days, they will destroy the present corpor- 
ation, buy out the remaining stockholders, 
and establish a new corporation in the 
name of Boys. Inc. 

The block of Del Mar stock they pur- 
chased had been held by Alfred and Viola 
Hart for charity, and the $800,000 the 
Harts received went to their foundation. 
If Murchison and Richardson are success- 
ful in buying all the stock, the deal will 
run almost $3.000.000. peanuts to the 


$20.000,000 they put up to help Robert 


Young get controlling interest in the New 


York Central Railroad. 


After Hart’s resignation, retired Gen. 
Holland M. (Howlin? Mad) Smith, of 
Marine Corps fame in World War II, was 
named the new president of Del Mar. 


General Smith led landing forces in one 
major island invasion after another— 
Tarawa, Makin, Saipan, Guam, Iwo Jima. 
After 42 years in the service, he retired ir 
1946 as a full general—only the third 
Marine to achieve that rank. He wrote a 
book recently called “Coral and Brass” 
in which he criticized the Tarawa cam- 
paign as a “terrible waste of life and 
effort.” He said the island was of little 
strategic value and should have been by- 
passed, 


Two members of the old group remain 
on the board, They are Mrs. Ann Peppers 
and Louis B. Mayer, who was named vice 
president. Other directors are Gordon 
Guiberson. of La Jolla; C. Ray Robinson, 
of Merced; Rex C. Ellsworth, of River- 
side; Fritz Hawn, of Athens, Texas; Sam 
Dunham (caterer at Del Mar), of Los An- 
geles; and W. E. Craven,’senior partner in 
Robinson’s law firm, who will be the 
new secretary-treasurer, 


The new operators announced they 
would honor contracts with Clive Becker, 
popular general manager; John C, Burns, 
comptroller. and Eddie Read and Frank 


Roche, public relations. 


Del Mar’s new officials then made their 
first and wisest move, appointing Walter 
C. Marty to a post as managing director. 
Marty has a wonderful background for the 
job at hand. He has served at a dozen 
different tracks in the country. and until 
a few months ago was director of racing 
at Caliente. He is a builder. During his 
stay at Caliente, he improved the border 
track to one of the finest in the West. 

Murchison’s enterprises include such 
widely assorted interests as cattle, rail- 
roads, chemicals, agriculture. insurance, 
publishing, banks, shipping. hotels, drive- 
in theaters, restaurants. candy, and a 
racing stable. His wife and her close 
friend. Mrs. Effie Marie Cain, are partners 
in the Murcain stable now campaigning 
at Hollywood Park. 

Murchison likes to spend his summers 
in La Jolla, but several years ago had 
some difficulty with accommodations. So 
he bought Del Charro, converting it into 
one of the loveliest hotels in a community 
noted for its beauty. He also owns the 
Balboa Bay Club, which he has trans- 


formed into one of the outstanding resorts 


in southern California,

Handicapper J. P. Turner Jr. last week picked up 
where John B. Campbell left off—and did him one 
better. On June 12 at Monmouth Park he put 136 
pounds on W. M. Wickham’s White Skies, one 
more than he had carried for the last race that 
Campbell prepared for him at Belmont Park.

French Sweep in Oaks Follows 


American Triumph in Derby 


Paris, JUNE 7 


Two-year-old form, along with good re- 
ports on training, made the English filly 
Sybil’s Niece (third in the One Thousand 
Guineas Trial) and the French Altana 
(winner in her only race at 3) co-favorites 
at 8 to 1 in the Oaks, The next in favor, 
at 10 to 1, were Bara Bibi, fifth in the 
One Thousand Guineas; and Amora, win- 
ner of the Cheshire Oaks. At 12% to 1 
were the Royal filly Angel Bright, winner 
of the Oaks Trial; Festoon, winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas; and France’s gray 
Sun Cap. winner of the Prix Penelope. 

Twenty-one fillies started. The pace was 
not strong at first, the running being made 
by Sybil’s Niece, ahead of Angel Bright 
and Festoon. Going down the hill the 
leaders stepped up their speed, and at 
Tattenham Corner the first 3 were followed 
by Philante, Amora, Altana, Plainsong, 
and Sun Cap. 

In the straight the leaders yielded one 
by one. Plainsong and Amora fell back, 
and the crowd roared when Angel Bright 
took the lead from Sybil’s Niece. The 
cheering was brief; Festoon drove past the 
Queen’s filly, and a few strides later was 
headed by Philante. Then Sun Cap made 
her decisive run and won by 6 lengths, 
with 2 other French fillies, Altana and 
Philante. second and third. Bara Bibi, in 
a fast finish, failed by a neck to get third 
place. Festoon and Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Hypera were fifth and sixth, 

There were acceptable “explanations,” 
as in the case of Amora, which sweated 
heavily in the paddock; Plainsong, which 
injured a pastern in the race; and Bara 
Bibi, which met with interference. Altana, 
Philante. and Sybil’s Niece did not appear 
to like the going. : 

“All French Oaks Triumph,” “French 
Fillies Supreme”—of such nature were the 
headlines under which the English daily 


papers reported the race. In the Sporting — 


Life it was: “French Without Cheers.” 
Such an attitude is understandable. No 
French horse had won an English classic 
in 1953, and most of the English turfmen 
thought they had seen the end of what 
they called the “French ascendancy.” An 
all-French Oaks finish, following a storm- 
ing American victory in the Derby, was 
too much for those who remembered New- 
market writer Warren Hill’s winter sum- 
mary: “No need to fear overseas in 1954.” 

Sun Cap is the filly which, in 4 starts at 
2 and her first 2 races at 3, finished sixth, 
fifth, fourth, third. second, and first (in the 


Prix Penelope.) This succession posed an 
interesting question as to what she would 
do for her seventh race. Now we have the

3 times: fourth in Arbar’s Prix Jean Prat, 
third under top weight in a handicap, and 
first in the Prix de Strasbourg (formerly 
Prix des Marechaux). 

Inbred at 2 free generations to Gains- 
borough (sire of Naic and Solario), Sunny 
Boy is a great-grandson of Friar’s Daugh- 
ter, dam of *Bahram. His paternal grand- 


sire, Asterus, was leading sire in France 
in 1934 and was 7 times leading brood- 
mare sire. 


THE FAMILY. Cappellina, Sun Cap’s 
dam, won twice and took 5 places in 33 
starts. She had 4 foals before producing the 
Oaks winner. The first was unraced; the 
second won over obstacles; third was the 
good colt La Varende (by Blue Moon), 
winner of the Prix Jean Prat and sixth in 
the 1953 G. P. de Paris; the fourth, a 
brother to Sun Cap, ran 3 times without 
success. 


Bellina, the second dam, showed some 
quality at 2, and got 9 wins and 18 places 
in 67 races from 2 to 6, She produced 
small winners. Through Edwina (*Teddy), 
Sun Lock (Sundridge), Circee II (Le Sag- 
ittaire), and Cypris (Frontin), she goes 
back to Czarina (King Tom), full sister 
to Princess, the dam of Royal Hampton. 
The first Oaks winner in the female line 
is the 12th dam, Manuela, winner in 1812. 


Sun Cap’s owner is Mme. Robert Forget, 
who owned the very good mare Bagheera, 
winner of the 1949 Prix de Diane and 
Grand Prix de Paris, also an unlucky sec- 
ond in the 1950 Ascot Gold Cup.
